Mr.  Barnard's  lettt «.  the  reading  of 
which  was  "received  with  marked  evi- 
dences, of  appreciation,  is  substantially 
as   follows: 

•'With  reference  to  the  drydock  and 
as  to  the  purchase,  I  would  say  that  the 
titles  to.  the  Lang's  Cove  properties  at 
the  time  of  writing  are  under  examina- 
tion.

..;  Vtotwrt*  UOeep  Bay.  a  distance  of  25 
raiieii  fare  charged,  7ft  centa,  a  i*t» 
of   slightly  over  8  cents  per  mile, 

it  will  be  noted  from  the  three  ex- 
amples given  that  the  highest  rate  Is 
charged  between  Victoria  and  Wilkin* 
son,  that  is  the  point  nearest  the  city 
of  those  mentioned,  and  presumably  the 
point  where  settlement  would  be  dens- 
est There  Is  another  aspect  of  the  sit- 
uation worth  discussing.  There  is  no 
reduction  given  on  return  fares.  Thus 
the  return  fare  between  Victoria  and- 
Wilkinson  Is  30  cents;  between  Victoria 
and  Saanichton,  80  cents,  and  between 
Victoria  and  Deep  Bay,  91.40.  We  are 
not   aware    that   season    tickets   are  is- 


sued,  whereby  a  person  who  uses  the 
line  regularly  can  obtain  a  reduction  on, 
the  aggregate  amount  he  pays  each 
month,  or  three  months,  as  the  case  may 
be.  Supposing  then  that  a  person  whose 
occupation  was  in  Victoria  wished  to 
liyo  at  "Wilkinson,  and  supposing  bo 
traveled  to  and  from  the  city  300  times 
In  the  year,  tho  cost  of  .his  transporta- 
tion would  be  too.  ir  he  lived  at  Saan- 
ichton. and  worked  bore*  the  coat  would 
be  $240;  and  If  at  Deep  Bay,  1420.  We 
would  ask  what  likelihood;  there  is, 
under  these  conditions,  of  men  of  mod-, 
orate  means,  whose*  work  Ilea  in  Vic- 
toria, taking  up  their  place  of  residence 
at  points  along  the  route  of  the  Saanlch 
lnterurban  Une? 

From  the  end  of  the  Esquimau  car 
line  to  the  end  of  the  Uplands  connec- 
tion the  distance  cannot  bo  fat  short  of 
eight  miles.  The  fare  charged  la  5 
cents,  or  exactly  one-third  of  the  fare 
between  Victoria  and  Wilkinson,  a  dis- 
tance of  4.2  miles.  We  do  not  suggest 
Icr  an  Instant  that  the  fares  on  ah  In- 
terurban  line  should  be  similar  to  those 
charged  within  a  city  and  its  immedi- 
ately adjoining  districts,  but  we  do  think 
that  in  a  mileage  comparison  the  former 
should  not  be  five  or  alx  times  aa  much 
as  the  latter.  Given  reasonable  fares 
on  the  Saanlch  line  there  is  littledoubt 
that  settlement  throughout  the  penin- 
sula would  benefit  largely  and  the  com- 
pany's traffic  returns  would  be  propor- 
tionately higher.  The  subject  is  one 
that  should  engage  the  attention  of  the 
tramway  officials,  especially  as  we  are 
on  the  eve  of  another  Summer  when 
hundreds  of  Victorians  would  avail 
themselves  of  the  beauties  of  the  Saan- 
lch district  If  It  were  possible  for  them 
to  do  so  at  a  reasonable  cost. 

There  Is  another  matter  to  which  it 
seems  desirable  to  direct  the  attention 
of  the  company.  Some  months  ago  the 
fares  on  the  city  lines  were  increased, 
to  the  extent  that  whtlo  formerly  it 
was  possible  to  purchase  six  tickets 
foi  25  cents,  it  Is  now  only  possible 
to  purchase  five.  ■  We  do  not  allude  to 
Whatever  arrangements  have  been  made 
regarding  the  purchase  of  white  tickets, 
for  these  can  only  be  used  within  cer- 
tain hours.  The  public  hardly  reali 
at  the  time  that  tho  Increase  in  fares 
effected  by  the  conrpany  was  one  of  20 
per  cvnt.  It  Is  lru<;  that  the  fiara 
mains  at  5  cents  but  to  ail  those — and 
they  comprised  the  vast  majority  of 
th<  citizens — who  wets  In  tiio  habit  of 
systematically  purchasing  tickets,.  If 
tiny  continue  to  do  «o  still,  they  are 
now  paying  20  per  cent  more  for  their 
car  fareii  In  Uic  city,  it  would  be  in- 
teresting to  learn  how  much  this  l;i- 
flte'd  the  company.  Since 
it   went   Into   force   no     lr«. 
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the  property  of  the  coroplanj    and 
be  part  and  parcel  of  tho  lighting  sys- 
tem for  which  the  domestic  conaumera, 
as   we   have  said,   are.   paying     at      the 
rate  of  11  cents  per  kilowatt  hour. 

Four  years  ago  the  B.  C.  Electric 
Hallway  Company  supplied  the  City  of 
Victoria  and  the  immediato  vicinity  with 
some  fair  thousand  horsepower.  Today 
the  corporation  has  20,000  h.  p.  avail- 
able. At  present,  we  will  not  touch 
upon  this  subject  from  the  industrial 
aspect  beyond  aaytng  that  Were  cheaper 
power  available  there  Is  little  doubt  it 
would  mean  a  considerable  addition  to 
the  number  of  Industries  located  here. 
There  Is  a  suggestion  that  an  Indus- 
trial commissioner  should  be  appointed 
for  the  city.  If  his  work  is  to  prove 
successful  it  Is  very  necessary  that  his 
labors  should  receive  some  measure  of 
co-operation  from  the  company  which 
supplies  power  to  the  city. 
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The  matters  alluded  to,  will,  we  hope, 
engage  the  attention  of  the  B.  C.  Elec- 
tric Railway  Company.  There  are  re- 
.  forms  it.  can  ins tituta  that  will  add  . 
to  lta  popularity,  and,  we  venture  also 
to  think,  increase  lta  revenue.  When- 
ever it  has  made  a  move  that  we  con- 
sidered a  wise  ono  The  Colonist  has 
been  the  first  to  commend  its  enterprise. 
We  will  be  the  first  also  to  extenil  |on- 
gratulatlons  if  it  can  see  its  way  to 
carry  out  the  necessary  reforms  upon 
which  we  .hsvo  offered  some  comment 
on  this  occasion.

Deoltnlng  to  render  a  decision  upon 
the  legal  points  Involved,  the  Municipal 
Court  of  Revision  yesterday  ruled  with 
the  city  assessor,  and  ordered  to  bo 
assessed  as  realty  the  tracks,  poles  and 
wires  of  the  B.  C.  Electric  Company. 
This  property  ..is  assessed  at  a  figure  of 
1154,440.  The  same  course  was  adopted 
in  the  ease  of  the  B.  C.  Telephone  Com- 


pany,  the  poles,  wires,  etc.  of  that  con- 

cern  having  been  aseessed  at  |20,000. 
In  both  cases  tiio  companies  protested 
against  the  assessor's;  figures  and 
olaipad  tlijat  tj  ttimuuA.jkk.att.  tapir 

respective  properties  should!  be  con* 
sidered  as  improvements  and  not  as 
real  property, 

The  decision  of  the  court  will  un- 
doubtedly be  appealed  against  by  the 
companies,  which  have  a  week  within 
which  to  take  action. 

Much  legal  argument  took  place  be- 
tween Mr.  H.  B.  Robertson,  for  the 
tramway  company;  Mr.  F.  A.  McDIar- 
S»id,  for  the  B.  C.  Telephone  Company, 
and  City  iBoIlcltor  Robertson. 

The  solicitor  for  the  B.  C.  Electric 
Company  argued  that  the  overhead 
work  and  the  tracks  of  the  company 
could  not  be  described  as  land,  but  were, 
if  anything,  Improvements.  He  believed 
if  a  building,  the  foundations  of  which 
went  down  into  the  ground,  is  held  to 
bo  an  improvement,  the  rails,  which  are 
imbedded  six  inches,  and  the  poles, 
which  are  two  or  three  feet  in  the 
ground,  should  also  be  so  described. 
While  the  Municipal  Act  requires  the 
company  to  make  a  return  of  its  land 
and  real  property,  no  mention  Is  made 
of  Improvements,  though  the  assessor 
may  assess  land  and  improvements* 
Quota*  Decisions 

City  Solicitor  Robertson  cited  the  de- 
cision of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Can- 
ada in  the  case  of  the  Consumers'  Gas 
Company  to  the  effect  that  no  matter  in 
whom  the  fee  Of  the  land  was,  so  much 
of  the  sub-soil  as  was  occupied  by  a 
company  must  be  held  to  be  land  of 
which  the  company  has  the  use  and  so 
be  liable  to  taxation.  The  city  solicitor 
ventured  the  opinion  that  the  company's 
poles  and  wires  could  not  be  considered 
Improvements  either  from  the  legal  or 
artistic  standpoint,  and  he  cited  the  act 
which  describes  "improvements"  as  "all 
buildings,  machinery  and  fixtures  an- 
nexed to  any  building,  or  structure." 

The  court  held  that  the.,  assessment 
should  stand,  though  Alderman  Bell 
was  averse  to  tho  poles  and  wires  being 
so  assessed,  while  admitting  that  the 
company  might  well  lie  assessed  on  Its 
tracks,  as  it  was  using  the  lands  on 
which   the  tracks  are  located. 

Mr.  F.  A.  McDlarmid,  on  behalf  of 
the  B.  C,  Telephone  Company,  presented 
similar  arguments  to  those  advanced  by 
tho  solicitor  for  the  tramway  company. 
The  court  upheld  the  assessor  and  or- 
dered the  assessment  of  920,000  to 
stand. 

While  the  complaint  of  tho'  G.  T.  P. 
Company  set  forth  no  grounds  on  which 
It  was  baaed  and  to  what  extent  was 
technically  not  a  legal  complaint,  the 
court  decided  that  the  company's  so- 
licitor should  be  heard.  Mr.  R  H. 
Fooley.  M.  P.  P.  objected  to  the  assess- 
ment of  $341,780  for  tho  Government 
Street  and  Wharf  Street  properties.

ty  of  the  Government,  so  -.to  ,'mmfar 
although  as  «,  f orsa  of  government  it 
essentially  a  part 
any  other,  it  Is  one 
for  which,  In  the  final  analysis,  the 
Government  must  become  responsible. 
If  a  municipality  commits  an  illegal 
act  involving  serious  consequences,  it 
comes  to  the  Legislature  for  validating 
or  relieving  powers.  If  a  municipality 
gels  into  financial  difficulties  and  is 
unable  to  meet,  its  obligations,  it  la  a 
.situation  which  refleots  upon  every 
other  municipality  and  upon  the  Prov- 
ince as  a  whole.  In  the  money  markets 
the  credit  of  a  municipality  Is  bound 
up  with  the  general  credit.  In  Its  own 
interests,  the  Province  is  therefore  al- 
most bound  to  stand  at  the  back  of 
the  municipalities.  Although  no  actual 
cases  have  occurred  where  the  Gov- 
ernment has  been  seridusly  Involved, 
experience  has  shown  that  in  many 
cases  there  has  been  laxity  in. financial 
management  and  administration.  There 
has  been  no  efficient  supervision  exer- 
cised in  many  Instances  and  there  has 
been  practically  no  uniformity  in 
methods  or  policy.  There  i*  a  tendency 
among  municipalities  everywhere  to 
over-borrow  and  to,  perhaps,  spend  too 
recklessly.  This  is  not  my  dictum.  It 
is  a  matter  of  complaint  throughout 
America  that  municipal  government  is 
not  what  it  ought  to  be — unsatisfactory 
in  results,  and  hence  the  general  wide- 
spread agitation  for  government  by 
commission,  boards  of  control  and  re- 
rorms   generally. 

Answers  Crltlolsm 

As  the  result  of  numerous  representa- 
tions, and  of  observation  of  actual  con- 
ditions, the  Government  appointed  a 
commission  composed  of  gentlemen  well 
qualified  for  the  duties  involved  to  in- 
vestigate the  whole  subject,  and  with 
the  report  of  that  commission  as  a  basis 
I  drafted  a  bill,  designed,  I  think,  to 
make  municipal  government  in  British 
Columbia  as  efficient  as  exists  in  any 
other  part  of  this  continent.  The 
printed  report  of  the  commission  was 
generally  distributed,  and  a  year  was 
allowed  to  lapse  before  action  was 
taken.  The  legislation  of  last  session 
was,  therefore,  not  only  tho  result  of 
mature  deliberation  on  my  own  part  as 
Attorney-General,  but  of  the  sugges- 
tions of  those  best  qualified  by  experi- 
ence in  the  Province  to  advise. 

I  have  pointed  out  the  great  responsi- 
bility of  the  Government  in  respect  of 
municipal  affairs,  and  I  endeavored  as 
far  as  lay  in  the  power  of  the  Legis- 
lature to  make  that  responsibility  ef- 
fective. The  new  Municipal  Art  lias 
been  severely  criticized  as  too  auto- 
cratic and  as  designed  to  centralize 
power  In  the  Government.  In  the  case 
of  trust  companies  and  various  corpora- 
tions and  public  utilities  the  Go\  ■ 
ment.  is  expected  to  eXercige  the  eldi 
supervision  and  control,  and  if  things 
go  WTong.  or  there  are  serious  mishaps, 
the  Government  Is  severely  blamed.  A 
municipality  Is  a  public  corporation 
whoso  functions  are  largely  financial   In 

onaracter,  arrectms  the  public  weal,  and 
particularly  Hie  people's  pockets,  and 
It  Is  the  duty  of  the  Government,  acting 
for  the  people  at  large,  to  see  that  their 
interests      are      safe-guarded.        If      the

In  rebpeet  of  the  commission  form  of 
government,  which  has  been  the  subject 
of  so  much  discussion,  It  was  not  con- 
sidered the  wisest  method  to  bo  perV 
mltted  for  adoption  in  this  Province,  at 
leant  for  the  present,  but,  on  the  other 
hand,  under  certain  conditions,  boards 
oi  control,  such  as  exist  in  Montreal. 
Toronto,  Winnipeg,  Calgary  and  Ed- 
monton, may  be  created,  the  members 
being  elected  from  the  city  at  large. 
So  far  from  tho  powers  of  municipali- 
ties being  restricted  by  the  new  act. 
they  have  been  greatly  enlarged,  and 
it  Will  be  possible  to  undertake  many 
things  for  the  sanitation,  better  regu- 
lation and  beautifying  of  municipalities 
that  wore  not  before  possible.  Mr.

there  must  be  respect  for  vested  inter- 
ests, because  While  municipal  ownership  j 
may  be  an  ideal  arrangement,  those  who», 
have  invested  money  in     large     enter- 
prises have  rights  also.     It  is  popular 
to   decry    "vested   interests,"    but,    even 
apart   from   the   moral   aspect     of     the 
question,  it  Is  to  capital  we  must  look 
for    our    public    requirements    when    wo 
want  money.     Again,  with  reference  to 
the    referendum,    that    power    has    been 
abused  because  it  has  been  exercised  in. 
matters,  the  power  over  which  belonged! 
exclusively   to   the  Province,     or     some 
other   authority    than    tho   council,    and 
time  and  money-  have  been  wasted.

and  to  Impose  penalties  for  light  weight 
and   Bhort    measurement:    power    to   ex- 
amine and  license  moving  picture  oper- 
ators:   power    to    regulate    and    prohibit 
tbe   erection   of   huts,   shacks   and    tente 
which    might   be    a   detriment      to      the 
value  of  surrounding  property;  power  to.

The  sole  object  of  governmental  sup- 
ervision In  certain  cases  is  to  prevent 
mismanagement  and  waste  of  public 
money.

Material    Xesonrce* 

I  now  come  to  our  material  sources 
of  wealth,  so  far  as  their  economic  de- 
velopment depends  upon  the  administra- 
tion of  the  Government.

result   has   been    satisfactory   In    the   ex- 
treme.      The     revenue    of    the    Province.

In  regard  to  Agricultural  Industry.

»ay  r  lii  t  in  nil  large  matters  of  policy 
affecting  tlv  welfare  of  the  Province 
the  Government  h.i«  adopted  a  method 
which  up  to  the  present,  has  Invariably 
led  fo  the  most  heneflclKl  results,  neme- 
ty,  the  appointment  of  royal  commis- 
sions of  investigation.

These -,»ta  logged-Olt  land*.  Similar 
tracts,  from  which  the  logger*. have  cut 
the  merchantable  timber,  and  made  way 
for  the  agriculturist,  *re  being  opened 
la"  the' Salmon  River  Valley  of  Vancou- 
ver Island,  a  valley  lj»  Which,  when  the 
timber -haa  *U  been  .cut -and  .the  plow 
can  follbw  the  axe,  there  will  be  *0.000 
acres  of  f arming-  land  *of  the  same 
character  aa  the  <3omox  Valley.  Other 
areas  for  the  settler  are  being  opened 
on  Malasplna  Peninsula,  clone  to .  the 
settlement  at  Lund,  on  the  Ucluelet 
Peninsula,  where  about  5.000  acre*  have 
been  subdivided  for  settlement,  "and  In 
other  districts.  Pamphlet*  describing 
the  various  tracts  have  been  Issued  by 
the  Department  of  Lands,  giving  full 
information  regarding  them,  to  assist 
settlers.  Let  m*  say  here,  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Important  question  of  land 
settlement,  that  it  has  taken  $2,225,000 
In  survey*  to  determine  the  land  so  far 
available  for  the  purpose!  Remember 
that  up  until  1807  tbe  Government  had 
» practically  no  money ,  to  prosecute  sur- 
veys or  undertake  anything  else  in  a 
lajiggeway.  In  eight  years  12,636.640 
acres  have  been  surveyed,  and  of  all 
this  land  surveyed  for  settlement,  settle- 
ment was  not  possible  until  railway 
communication  and '  highways  were  af- 
forded. The  completion  of  the  Grand 
Trunk  Pacific  and  the  Canadian  North- 
ern Railways  will  give  a  large  seotlon 
Ot  surveyed  lands  the  desired  facilities. 

.  Much  Arable  Acreage  ~ 
*  There  is  considerable  land  available 
for  the  aettler  today  In  various  parts  of 
the  Province.  While  it  Is  true  that, 
owing  to  climatic  and  topographic 
factors,  the  proportion  of  agricultural 
land  to  tho  whole  are*  ot  the  Province 
la  amaller  than  that  of  the  Prairie 
Provinces,  it  is  nevertheless-  true  that 
the  agricultural  possibilities  of  British 
Columbia  are  generally  underestimated, 
and  that  when  all  the  tillable  lands  are 
under  cultivation,  and  all  the  grazing 
lands  are  made  use  of  for  stock-raising. 
the  agricultural  Industry  will  rank  with 
the  lumbering  and  mining  Industries— 
the  two  greatest  In  the  Province— in 
nrtance.  A  great  portion  of  these 
agricultural  lands  are,  however,  at  the 
present  time  covererj  with  a  valuable 
growth  of  timber.  In  accordance  with 
the  highest  practice  of  conservation 
these  timbered  agricultural  lands  are 
I  reserved  from  settlement  until  the 
ber  crop  can  he  removed.  At  the 
i  same  tlnn-  provision  la  made  for  the 
prompt  removal  of  timber  to  p»c 
the  locking  up  of  such  lands  from  set- 
tlenxent  for  an  indefinite  period.  As 
timber  leases  or  licenses  lapse,  the  lands 
are  at  once  examined,  and  if  found 
available  lor  agriculture  they  are 
opened  for  Battlement 

The  forest  policy  of  British  Columbia 
has   attracted   -wide   attention,   not    only 
in   other  parts  ofibiua-ln,   hut   In   other 
landft.     In  a  country  such  as  this,  where 
timber    resources    are    ho    enormous,    so 
diversified,  and  of  such  paramount  CO 
mcrclal  importance,    the  development  of 
a    forest    policy     might    have     been    ex- 
pected   to    bo    slow.      Within    the    short

Mr.  Lugrin 
affirmed  that  he  had  paid  the  board  the 
highest  compliment  a  man  in  his  posi- 
tion, could  in  so  discussing  the  various 
problem*  with  Which  -the  Government 
■of  the  day  is  grappltpg.  -  He  had  Clearly 
outlined  the  situation  and  the  aims 
.Which  the  administration  had  in  mind 
in  the  moulding  of  ts  policies.

Speaking  of  w«Ur  legislation,  I  mf V 
«ay  that  the  Province  holds  a  unlojaa 
position,  and  on*  that  wlirsurely  serve 
aa  a  guide  for  other  Western  common- 
jte4lths,  in  this— ^that  all  the  various 
acta  governing  the  ii*e  of  water,  whether 
they  relate  to  irrlgration,  power,  mining, 
i|flj|f clearing  of  stream*  for  logging  pur- 
poses, the  carriage  or  storage  of  water, 
or  to  other- uae*  h  ave  been  gathered 
into  one  complete  code  and  co-related. 
Nowhere  Is  there  suoh  a  comprehensive 
code  governing  the  use  of  water.  The 
principles  of  non-waste,  of  the  building 
and  maintaining  of  substantial  struc- 
tures, of  recognition  of  fixed  priorities, 
of  due  regard  for  the  rights  of  the 
public -and  of  other  licensees  apply 
alike  to  the  miner,  the  .  agriculturist, 
the  power,  man.  the  logger  or  to  the 
conveyor. 

The  principle  that  beneficial  use .  of 
water  must  be  made  by  applicant* 'with- 
in a  reasonable  time  Is  now  thoroughly 
established.  I  might  -go  farther  and  say 
that  it  is  being  made  effective  In  actual 
practice.  The  change  in  policy  from 
the  very  lax  administration  of  former 
times  to  one  of  rigid  inspection  and 
jupti vision  is  bound  to  be  felt  by  some, 
.and  complained  of,  but  It  I*  clearly  In 
the  Interests  of  the  greatest  number. to 
compel  the  man  who  cannot  make  use 
of  a  privilege  within  a  reasonable  time 
to  step  aside  and  let  another  who  is 
ready  and  willing  to  carry  on  develop- 
ment take  his  place. 

Limiting    Water    Grants 

Another  forward  move  which  has 
been  recently  made  is  the  limiting  of 
tne  more  important  grants  of  :  water 
privileges  to  a  term  of  years.  This 
principle  is  being  adopted  in  all  the 
more  progressive  countries  as  a  prim- 
ary principle  of  conservation.  The 
splendid  progress ,  which  the  Province 
of  Ontario  has  made  In  the  protection 
of  its  water  powers  has  been  due 
largely  to  the  adoption  of  the .  lease 
system  and  to  the  careful  drafting  of 
the  leases.  Under  this  system,  these 
natural  assets  will  pass  back  auto- 
matically ovory  fifty  years  Into  the 
hands  of  the  Province  to  be  made' the 
.subject  of  a  new  lease  on  terms  which 
win  be  suitable  to  the  then  existing 
conditions. 

Among  other  features  incorporated 
lb  tlie  revised  YVat*r  Act,  which  will 
satisfy  some  of  the  demands  that  have 
been  more  and  more  insistently  heard 
from  tho  arid  districts  of  trie  Prov- 
ince in  recent  years,  may  be  mentioned 
—tho  power  of  officers  to  compel 
water  users  to  construct  substantial 
headgates,  compulsory  rotation  in  the 
us«  of  water  by  Irrigation  licensees, 
broader  powers  of  the  district  en- 
gineers in  supervising  the  distribution 
of  water  and  th.-  settling  of  water  dis- 
putes, the  possible-  appointment  of 
water  bailiffs  in  urgent  cases  (but 
only  as  a  last  resort  and  where  It  1* 
understood  that  voluntary  agreement 
among  water  users  Is  out  of  the  ques- 
tion), a  standardised  and  simplified 
procedure    for    the    acquisition    of    new 

rlchts.  ' 

ltesldes  providing  for  co-operation  on 
a  small  scale,  some  seventy  pages,  or 
approximately  one-half  Of  the  new  act. 
Is  devoted  to  the  formation  and  gov- 
ernment of  public  irrigation  cfepora- 
tlons,  otherwise  known  as  "Irrigation 
districts."  These  arc  bodies  corpor- 
ate, having  powers  enabling  tho  water 
users  Who  compose  them  not  only  to 
establish  and  operate  Joint  water  sy»- 
tems,  but  to  levy  taxes,  expropriate 
lands,   borrow  money,   and   generally    to 

■«e  the  powers  of  a  municipality 
for  water  purposes.  This  part  of  the 
ad  represents  a  great  deal  of  careful 
study  and  Investigation  extending  over 
about  two  years.  It  not  only  embodies 
the  best  principles  of  similar  n 
other    states    snd    countries,    but    It    Is
